OIL TOWN THREATENED. 


Big Fire in the Little City of McDonald, 
Near Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 10.—The new oil town 
of McDonald has had another visitation from 
fire and another narrow escape from being 
wiped out of existence. From 9 until 10 
o’clock this morning everything indicated 
the destruction of the townand the excite. 
ment was intense. The wildest reports 
reached Pittsburg. In almost less time than 
it takes to tell the story a special train con- 
veying oll men and newspaper representa- 
tives was enroute to the scene, eighteen 
miles on the Pittsburg, Cincinnati & 8t. Louis 
Rallway. At the intersection of McDonald 
Creek and Robbs Run, Smith & Co, had con- 
structed a huge dam for the purpose of collect- 
ing the foatingoll. A miniature lake of oll has 
accumulated. This is near the center of the 
town and on its borders are frame dwellings, 
derricks and tanks. About 9 o’clocka spark 
from an oil well boller fell into Robbs Run, 
just a few yards above the lake of oil. The 
oll foating on the water in the run ignited 
and in an instant a broad sheet of flame 
rolied up threateningly. It was realized that 
should the fire reach the lake below the town 
was doomed. 

Thousands of hands rushed to the work of 
constructing a dam between the flames and 
the lake, and after an hour's hard work the 
tollers heaved a gigantic sigh of relief when 
it was known that all danger was passed. 
Several hundred barrels of oll and a small 
tank of oll that had been dipped from the 
lake were destroyed. Two derricks on Robbs 
Kun were also destroyed. 


THREE INCENDIARY FIRES. 

CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 10.—Three incendiary 
fires occurred almost simultaneously here 
since midnight. The first was a double alarm 
fire and it damaged the Dixon furniture fac- 
tory at Fourteenth and Canal about $10,000. 
Another destroyed small stables in the north- 
ern part of the city andathird started in an 
ash shed in the western part of the city.

CONDITION OF COTTON. 


General Average 75.7, Against 82.7 One 
Month Ago. 


WaSHIxOTOXN, D. C., Oct. 10.—The October 
cotton report of the Deprrtment of Agricul- 
ture shows the general average of the con 
dition of cotton 75.7, against 82.7 a month 
ago. Last year in October it was 0. Besides 
this unfavorable difference in condition the 
crop is late this year, and the chances against 
a repetition of last year’s extraordinary 
length of season of growth. The average 
condition by States is as follows: Virginia, 
78; North Carolina, 70; South Carolina, 72; 
Georgia, 78; Florida, 74; Alabama, 76; Mis- 
sissipp!, 74; Louisiana, 79; Texas, 78; Arkan- 
sas, 76; Tennessee, 70. 

The Atlantic coast breadth has suffered 
more from adversefconditions than gulf coast 
areas. Excess of moisture in August and 
early in September, with drought and high 
temperature later, tested the vitality of the 
plants of the coast region severely, causing 
shedding of leaves and bolls, prematnre 
opening and slight yield. Westof the Mis- 
sissippi there was a variable record of moist- 
ure. A county in Texas, for instance, reports 
a continued drought for ninety days, while 
another notes the prevalence of destructive 
rains. This section reports a smaller loss of 
fruitage by sudden changes of temperature 
and rainfall than the more Eastern States. 
There are insect losses, somewhat general, 
though not unusualor very heavy, through- 
out mostof the cotton belt from the cater- 
pillar, boll-worm and army-worm, especially 
in the bottom lands.

10. — The Times to-day pub- 
N estimate of the state of the 
crops in Great Britain and says that 
it anticipates 4&4 bad yield and of 
indifferent quality. Much of the grain 
stacked is in such a condition as to necessi- 
tate great delay before it can be threshed.

It is possible 
the harvest as a whole may not be worse 
than of recent years, but in many districts 
the crops will be the worst in forty years, 
and the farmers will not be able as they had 
hoped to recoup themselves for "recent losses 
by abundant crops and improved prices. 


LOUISIANA SUGAR. 1 
ORLEANS, Oct. 10.— The first Louisiana 
— produced under the new bounty law 
reached here yesterday. It is now apparent 
that the sugar crop will not de as large as 
few months ago, in consequence 
of the drouth in August and September, and 
notwithstanding an increase of 12 per cent in 
the acreage, it will fall below that of last 
year. The planters called for bounty on 550, - 
000. 000 of sugar, Which would have 
given them $11.000,000. The indications now 
are that the crop will not exceed 340,000,000 
pounds, reducing the bounty they will re- 
ceive to $6,800,000. —

HIS LAST JOURNEY. 


The Parnell Funeral Train on the Way 
to Dublin. 


SERIOUS TROUBLE EXPECTED AT THE 
OBSEQUIES TO-MORROW. 


The Feeling Against the Healy Faction 
Intense—Tens of Thousands of Mourn- 
ers Will Follow the Bier—Ex-Fenian 
Leader Stephens Assigned a Special 
Place in the Procession. 


Lorpor, Oct. 10.—An enormous concourse 
of people surrounded Walsingham Terrace 
this morning when the casket containing the 
remains of the late Charles Stewart Parnell 
was taken from the house. Slowly and sadly 
was the body placed in an open hearse, 
drawn by four horses, and at 12:15 o’clock p. 
m.thecortege started for the railroad sta - 
tion amid @ terrific down-pour of rain. Im- 
mediately following the hearse, in mourning 


coaches, was the committee of Par- 
nell’s colleagues in Parliament, who 
had Deen selected to escort the 


body to Holyhead. The route to the railroad 
station was lined with masses of people who 
silently and respectfully watched the pas- 
sage of the funeral procession. At the sta- 
tion the remaius were placed on board the 
funeral train with members of the Parnell 
parliamentary party as watchers, started for 
Willesden Junction, to which place the car 
will be taken direct,and where ft will be 
joined at 7 p. m. to the train bound fer Holy- 
head. The remains consequently will not 
pass through London as at first proposed. 

Mrs. Parnell is utterly unable to accompany 
the remains to Dublin. She is too ill to un- 
dertake the journey. 


There was a terrible scene inside the house 
when the casket was about to be removed. 
The grief of Mrs. Parnell was most poignant 
and she could with difficulty be 
persuaded to allow the coffin to be taken 
away. Asa mark of respect to the dead the 
blinds of many houses along the route fol- 
lowed by the funeral procession on its way to 
the station were drawn down, and on every 
side were signs of sincere sympathy. 

The casket was covered with magnificent 
wreaths of flowers, one of which, inthe 
center of all, was from his wife. As the 
hearse passed them, despite the down-pour- 
ing rain, the spectators took off their hats 
and stood uncovered until the last carriage 
had gone by. 

A dosen carriages followed the hearse from 
Walsingham Terrace to the station, contain- 
ing among others Mrs. Dickinson (Mr. Par- 
nell’s sister), Mrs, Pierce Mahoney, Mr. 
Henry Parnell, Mr. John Redmond, M. 
P.; Mr. Pierce Mahoney, M. P.; Mr. Henry 
Harrison, M. P.; Mr. James J. O' Kelly, Mu. F.; 
Col. John P. Nolan, M. P.; Mr. John O' Con- 
nor, M. P.; Mr. Henry Campbell, M. P., and 
Mr. James G. Fitzgerald, M. F. 

Also in the mournful procession was a 
Geputation from the Dublin corporation 
leadership committee sent to escort the body 
to Dublin. 

At the railroad station at Brighton the 
funeral party waited an hour, the building 
being packed with people pressing forward 
to get a glimpse of the casket. 

It was 1:66 p. m. before the remains 
placed on board the train, which 
started for Willesden Junction.

TROOPS IN DUBLIN. 


TROUBLE LOOKED FOR AT THE FU- 
NERAL TO-MORROW. 

Duni, Oct. 1.—The apprehensions of 
trouble at the funeral to-morrow are so seri- 
ous that the troops in Dublin have been 
strengthened by order of the Lord Lieuten- 
ant. The soldiers will remain under 
arms without interfering with the cele- 
bration unless summoned to do so by 
the lawful authorities, and then only in ex- 
tremity. The feeling for Farnell and against 
his opponents runs very high, not only in 
Dublin, but throughout Ireland, and the 
chiefapprehension seems to be that the del- 
egations from other places may see fit to 
attack and wreck the offices of the news-

papers that have been harsh in their 
treatment of Parnell when he was 
alive and scarcely less so since his 


death. The Irish hierarchy is nonplussed by 
the situation-and the Bishops or a 
majority of them would prefer to let recent 
matters be forgotten and Irish affairs go as 
they were going before the struggle was be- 
gun that ended in the death of Parnell. The 
hierarchy and Timothy Healy made warfare 
against Parnell so personal that they are 
really ata loss what to say now that he 18 
gone. The people were appealed to from the 
pulpit not to follow Parnell because he had 
been implicated in the divorce scandal. 

Said a Parnellite member of Parliament 
this morning: ‘‘Now that the divorce scandal 
is out of the way new arguments will have to 
be framed, if what they call Parnellism and 
we call Nationalism is to be crushed. At 
present the clergy are the supreme 
rulers on the McCarthy side, but their 
supremacy is based on the moral argument. 
But for that argument and the confidence of 
a large proportion of the people in its pre- 
sentation by the clergy, Parneil would have 
held a majority of the people every- 
where, and I do not believe his name will be 
any the less potent for the cause that he is 
dead than when he wasalive. The so-called 
Parnellites therefore represent a majority of 
the Irish people and should wait for, instead 
of hastening to offer terms of reunion.’’ 

DILLON’S DANGER. 

Yesterday as John Dilion was walking 
along Sackville street {the principal 
thoroughfare of this city), he was stopped 
by a crowd of roughs who saluted him with 
cries ot: Tou area murderer!’’

The 
city this morning is placarded from end to 
end with posters describing the order of the 
procession and the route it will follow. 

James Stephens, the ex-leader of the Fenian 
Brotherhood, has been assigned a special 
position in the parade, which, without 
doubt, will be a most remarkable turning out 
of the masses of the Irish people, 

THE PLACE OF BURIAL. 

It is understood that the late Mr. Parnell’s 
family are opposed to having his remains in- 
terred in Glasneven, forthe reason that it is 
a Catholic cemetery. The dead leader's 
brother-in-law, Mr. McDermott, telegraphed 
as follows to Mrs. Parnell: 

Chariey’s father is buried in the family vault at 


Mount Jerome where Charies should also be buried. 
Wire if I may insist upon this. 


To the above message Mrs. Parnell sent this 
answer: 

Many thanks; arrangements completed.

Public senti Deen toa high 
pitch yesterday by the execution of Ed Neal, 
and a report that Coe’s victim had died 
intensified the feeling. Last Wednesday Coe 
called at the house of Mr. Yates on 
Eighteenth street, saying he was a garbage 
man and wanted to ingpect the premises. 
Mrs. Yates allowed him to enter the yard. 
Notlong after her little daughter, Lizzie, 
5 years, came running into the bouse shriek- 
ingin agony. She had been most brutally 
assaulted by the negro. The next day he 
was arrested and identified. 

When the report that the child was dead 


spread through the crowd yesterday 
that had gathered in consequence 
of the Neal hanging, there 


were heard on every side the mutterings, 
‘*‘We will lynch the nigger.’’ The day 
passed, however, without any dGemonstra- 
tion, and night set in withan anxious quiet. 
About 9:30 acommotion was heard, made by 
the tread of many feet approaching the 
jail. Arush was made for the South street 
door of the jail, but the mob was held in 
check by the coolness and bravery of Oapt. 
Cormack, who stood with a revolver and 
said he would shoot the first man who 
entered. 

The mob, which numbered about a thous- 
and, was unorganized and withouta leader. 
It fell back before McCormack’s pistol and 
assailed the east door ofthe jall. Sledges 
were used, and when it was found that these 
were insufficient to break in the steel doors, 
men were dispatched tothe power-house of 
the cable street rallway, a block away, anda 
dozen heavy bars of steel were brought. At 
this time ex-Gov. Boyd pushed his way 
through the crowd to the jail 
door and called onthe crowd to desist and 
let the law take its course. He was ordered 
outofthe way and told to goand attend to 
his opera-house. The Fire Department was 
called out andan endeavor made to turn the 
hose on the mob, but the firemen were’ driven 
away and the hose dis placed. 

The doors were then batteredin and the 
negro found wrapped in a blanket and roll- 
ing on the floor of his cell in terror. He 
pegged piteously for mercy, but there 
was nothing but =ecurses for him.

Projected Road in British Honduras— 
Traffic Association. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—Aiderman L. R. Martin 
of the Twelfth Ward, D. A. Corter, Horace F, 
White and several other Chicago men have 
organized a company to build a railroad in 
Honduras, Central America. The company 
is to be known as the Caribbean Construction 
Co., and its capital stock is $100,000. ‘‘W.O.

The reports which the President has 
received concerning Mr. Blaine’s health are 
very discouraging, though of course tending 
toremove any fear the President may have 
had that the Secretary would run away with 
the presidential nomination next year. I 
can tell you the view taken of Blaine in the 
Cabinet and among Mr. Blaine’s nearest 
friends, and this is that he ts an im possibility 
as a Candidate for the Presidency.’’

One of the St. Louis Jail Breakers 
Captured To-Day. 


His Arrest Effected by Chief Speers in 
Kansas City. 


HE ADMITTED HIS IDENTITY, BUT 


BEGGED FOR RELEASE. 


— — 


He Was Arrested While Trying to Rob 
a Cigar Stand, But His Identity Was 
Not Known Until He Was Brought 
Before Ohiet of Police Speers—Ofti- 
cers Sent From This City to Bring Him 
Back. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 10.—Wat Jones, one 

of the ten prisoners who escaped from jail in 
St. Louis, Oct. 2, was arrested here last night 
by Policeman Smith whiletrying to rob a 
cigar stand. On the way to the station he 
feigned drunkenness and that charge 
was placed against him. After 
he had been fined in the Police 
Court this morning, he was about to be re- 
leased when the proprietor of the Cigar 
stand appeared and preferred a charge. He 
was taken before Chief Speers, who recog- 
nized him as Jones. He admitted his identity 
and begged piteously to be released. He gave 
the name of Sherman when arrested. 
Jones says that he and three others—John 
Kargon, alias Walsh; Frank Murphy, alias 
Garton, and Geo. Walsh, alias Frank Wuson. 
alias Frank Watson—hid ina graveyard in 
West St. Louis, and remained there two days 
when they separated and he professes not 
to have heard of them since. Murderer 
Shea, he says, was the leader of those who 
escaped, John Amick was second. It was 
stipulated thatallthe murderers should go 
out firstand afterward as many others as 
couid get out. Jones says he was notin the 
plot but merely saw the other fellows going 
and thought he would improve the oppor- 
tunity himself, 


News Received Here. 


From Chief of Police Speers of Kansas City 
came the good news at noon to-day, that he 
had captured Watt Jones, alias A. 
J. Stetson, the bank sneak and 
leader of the gang of ten prisoners 


who escaped from the City Jail one week ago 
last Friday. The detectives, the jailer, his 
guards and others were promptly selzed with 
& panic, and as the news spread there was as 
much excitement about the corridors as 
on the evening of the escape. Hand 
shakes were many and hearty congratula- 
tions poured in upon Jailer Kraemer and 
Deputy Jaller Hodnett. It is considered the 
best piece of news received at the Four Courts 
in many months. Chief Speers briefly states: 
I have Watt Jones, alias Stetson, who broke jail 
in your city. 
RETTING ON THE PRISONER'S IDENTITY. 
The authenticity of the telegram cannot be 
questioned, but after the first flush of excite- 
ment had worn away doubts were ex ssed 
as to the identity of Jones. He is the bright- 
estofthe ten gitives. When he left his 
last boarding-house he wore ua full 
beard and rather long hair. Though the 
telegram does not state so, it is believed he 
shaved of his rd and cut nis hair since 
his departure. The question of identity was 
no sooner raised than a book was opened 
by the officers about the Four Courts, in 
which odds ofito5S were given that Jones 
was not captured. Those who felt they could 
rely on Chief Speer bet 5 to 1 on his telegram, 
as it states positively Jones is captured. 
Chief Desmond is cof the opinion that if 
Jones is captured in Kansas City, the other 
bank sneaks are with himand may be under 
arrest though that is hardly probable, as 
Chief Speers does not mentionit. How Jones 
reached Kansas City is a question. It Is 
thought by some that he was one of the 
four who rode of in the buggy 
from Tenth and Walnut streots, 
which was afterward found at Spanish Pond, 
twelve miles out in St. Louis County. He 
crossed the country, it is supposed, and took 
& train at the first station he found along the 
railroads running west. Chief Des- 
mond has detailed Detectives Bad- 
ger and O'Connell on the case, and 
ve them orders to leave on the frst train 
or Kansas City to-night. They will arrive 
there to morrow morning, and as no requist- 
tion papers will be needed, they will return 
with their prisoner Monday morn- 
ing. With the return of Jones, 
the hopes of Jallor Kraemer

M’KINLEYISM IN COURT. 


There is little prospect of relief from the 
McKinley tariff through any of the cases 
brought before the Supreme Court to test 
the constitutionality of the act. 

Even if the court decides that the pro- 
vision authorizing the President to reim- 
pose duties on certain articles in a certain 
contingency is unconstitutional, the de- 
cision will invalidate that provision only 
and leave the new tariff in as full opera- 
tion as it is at present. 

Nor is it to be expected that the court 
will declare se voluminous a law covering 
the whole commerce of the country void, 
as a whole, or invalid in all jits parts, be- 
cause a single item relating to the tobacco 
tax rebate was omitted by a clerical error 
from the attested copy. The error can be 
so easily corrected, and is relatively so 
unimportant as compared with the remain- 
der of the law, that the court will proba- 
bly follow the rule applied in ciisés 
where part of a law is pronounced uncon- 
stitutional. If that which remains and 
about which there is no question is com- 
plete in itself, and capable of being exe- 
cuted in accordance with the apparent leg- 
islative intent, wholly independent of the 
invalid part, all except the latter remains 
in full force. Only when the -lerical error is 
such as to defeat the intent of the legisla- 
ture, or justify a belief that the operation 
of the remainder of the act will be per- 
yerted by it, contrary to the intent with 
which it was passed, or that the 
legislature would not have passed 
the rest of the bill independently of that 
particular part, do the courts pronounce a 
whole statute invalid on account of a 
clerical error or single unconstitutional 
provision. 

Asforthe sugar bounty provision, the 
court might hold that unconstitutional 
without impairing the validity of any 
other provision. But every Justice on the 
Supreme Bench may hold that Congress 
has no authority to levy taxes for private 
purposes, and still not see his way clear to 
nullify that provision. It is only when 
a tax is avowedly laid for a private 
purpose and some tax-payer resists 
its collection that the Supreme Court can 
pronounce against a tax law passed by 
Congress on the ground that it is levied 
unconstitutionally for private benefit. A 
tax on imports is presumably laid for 
revenue, and even where it produced no 
revenue and operated for private benefit 
solely, the court has held that it was not 
competent to question the motive of Con- 
gress. If any revenue is derived the court 
will not question the motive or discretion 
of Congress in passing it. Taxes are levied 
by Congress without any specification of 
the purpose, and a misappropriation of the 
proceeds cannot be made the ground of 
illegality in a tax law. 

When did the court ever pronounce any 
appropriation unconstitutional? The au- 
thority and motives of Congress in making 
appropriations are political questions, in 
which the court solves all doubts as to 
the authority of Congress in favor of the 
Legislature. The remedies for all wrongs 
committed by Congress in levying taxes, 
making appropriations and exercising 
doubtful powers, are political and have 
been reserved to the people at the ballo 
box. 


— — — — 
THE anger of the Pharisees is revived 


and intensified against Judge GrEesHAM 
when they ponder over a few remarks he 
made concerning them in his speech at the 
unveiling of the Grant statue in Chicago. 
He cut to the core of one of our political 
cancers when he said: ‘‘And men who 
contribute money to buy votes, and to 
bribe the people’s representatives, as well 
as those who disburse it, are deadly ene- 
mies of the republic. Their greed and love 
of power are greater than their love 
of country. They impair popular re- 
spect for law, which is the only 
safeguard for life and property; and it 
will be an evil day for the nation when its 
preservation depends upon their patriot- 
ism and courage. They may masquerade 
in the garb of righteousness, and address 
the peoplein the language of patriotism, 
but their virtues are assumed; they are 
hypocrites and assassins of liberty, and 
would welcome a dynasty rather than shed 
their blood in defense of popular govern- 
ment. Although this courageous rebuke 
of Phariseeism is eminently displeasing to 
the ‘‘truly good’’ men who come under 
the indictment it makes no enemies among 
the people for Judge GREsHAM.

THE BEAUTIFUL WEATHER BROUGHT OUT 
A BIG CROWD, 


A Large Number of Awards Made To-Day 
in the Arena—The Exposition Directors 
Visit the Great Display in a Body— 
Premiums Given in the Various Depart- 
mente. 


The attendance at the Fair to-day is made 
up for the most part of St. Louisans. Upto 
11 o’clock there were comparatively few 
people on the grounds, but from that hour 
the gate-keepers were kept busy, and by 1 
o’clock this afternoon the crowd would 
compare very favorably in size with 
that of the average Saturday attendance 
at a St. Louis Fair. St. Louisans 
don’t turn outasarule in the forenoon ex- 
cept ona holiday, buta good attraction on 
Saturday afternoon is sure to attract a big 
crowd if the weather is favorable, and the 
amphitheater at the Fair Grounds is certain 
to be well filled, for the principal attractions 
are in the arena this afternoon. 

Although this is the last day of the Fair the 
grounds will not be closed to-morrow. The 
Sunday ofter the Fair is moving day, and 
there is a great deal to interest visitors. 
Nothing ts allowed to be taken from the 
grounds before this evening, and the week 
will close with all exhibits intact. 
Many of the exhibitors will not get their 
goods out of the grounds before the middle of 
next week, but the horses, cattle, sheep, 
swine and poultry will go away to-morrow. 
Children under 12 years will be admitted to 
the grounds to-morrow free. 

IN THE ARENA. 

Afine exhibition of thoroughbreds was 
given in the ring this forenoon and was fol- 
lowed by a heat race between racking horses 
for $100 and $50 respectively, and then came 
the exhibition of ponies, premiums 
having been offered for dest riding 
pony under 14 hands, best driving 
pony not exceeding 18 hands 2 inches, best 
driving pony not exceeding 14 hands and best 
matched pair of ponies not exceeding 14 
hands. Amongthe exhibitors were several 
ladies, and one of them got a pre- 
mium.

Cunningham, who 
tive from justice for the past two 
weeks, stepped off boldly and is now at large. 
Cunningham and another roustabout, Wm. 
Dragg, hada fight on the boat at Vicksburg 
on the last trip down the river, during 
which Cunningham dealt his assailant a 
murderous blow over the head with acap- 
stan dar fracturing his skull. Since then 
Cunningham has been traveling up and down 
the river on Board the steamer, manag- 
ing to evade the police authorities at 
every point, Mate J. C. Wynne was seen at 
the wharf this morning and gave an account 
ofthe matter, which illustrates strikingly 
the ease with which so lawless a class as the 
river roustabouts can evade the law. 
THE MATE’S STORY. 

This is the mate’s story: ‘‘We had 
stopped at Vicksburg about two weeks ago 
to take on coal. It was in the evening and 
I was on the starboard side of the boat 
overlooking some work when one of the fire- 
men rusheduptome and sald a man had 
been hurt over on the larboard side. I 
thought some one had been hurt by falling 
off the bunkers, and running over I found 
Willie Dragg, a young roustabout, bleeding 
from a wound in the head. He appeared to be 
unconscious and was unable to tell me how 
the trouble occurred. The other negroes 
said he had been fighting with Lige Cunning- 
ham, adeck hand, The engineer came up 
at the same time, and said the boy had been 
struck over the head with acapstan bar by 
lige Cunningham with such force 
that the blow could be heard 
all over the boat. Lige, whois a scrubber, 
hid himself and could not be found that 
night. He turned up the next morning, but 
I said nothing to him, asI intended to turn 
him over to the authorities at Natchez 
at the same time I put the wounded 
man in the hospital. At Natchez 
a number ot students from the 
hospital came aboard and examined 
Drage. They said his wounds were not nec- 
essarily fatal, but that his skull was porba- 
bly fractured. He was removed to the hos- 
pital. r had again disappeared 
andasearch high and low failed to reveal 
his whereabouts. A short time after we 
had pulled out he again turned 
up. 1 spoke to the Captain about 
it, and he said to wateh until we 
got to New Orleans, When we reached that 
city the authorities came on board, but 
could not find him. He had slipped off the 
boat at the landing and hid somewhere up 
town. The lice scoured the negro quar- 
ters, but failed to discover any trace of him. 
We left New Orleans, and onthe first day up 
Cunningham again came on board ata small 
— about twenty miles above New Or- 
sans. 

When we reached Natchez I notified the 
wharf watchman, but he said they did not 
want him as the wounded man was get- 
ting petter. I then took im 

to St. Louis intending to notify 

lice here as Cunningham is a native of 
St. ulis. When we landed last night he 
slipped off the boat and is somewhere around 
the city.’’ 

*“*Why was he not placed in chains?’’ the 
reporter asked. 

Moe have no authority to do'that. It used 
to be that when anything like this occurred 
that we could put the offender in chains and 
place him in the hold. But we can’t do it 
now. If the authorities do not 
choose to look after the matter 
we are helpless. If he had murderdd Dragg I 
would most certainly have roaped him up. 
Not knowing how bad Gregg was hurt I did 
not care to take the law in my own hands.“ 

MWhat have you to say to the story of 
Ryan, the deckhand, who claims that the of- 
ficers stood by and saw the man literally 
clubbed to death?“ 

RYAN ohr FOR REVENGE. 

Now, I’litell you about this man Ryan: 
When we were at the wharf at 
Memphis he leaned over the railing and 
picked up a valuable dog that was running 
about tne wharfboat. I did not see him at 
the time, but was told the next day that he 
had a valuable dog locked up in the deck- 
room. The dog belonged to Neff Dukes,clerk of 
the whart at Memphis. I spoke to Ryan 
aboutitand he acknowledged having taken 
the dog, and said he had two g dogs 
already and wanted others. I told him it 
would never do to have it said that we were 
allowing our men to steal dogs along the 
river front and said he would have to send it 
back or get off the boat. He refused to give 
up the dog, so I put him and it off at Chester 
III. His statement that the officers witnesse 
the trouble is utterly false, and is simply a 
piece of spite work. None of us knew 
anything of it until after it had occurred. 
Cunningham claims that Dragg drew a knife 
on bim, but none of the witnesses saw it, nor 
could I find any about the boat. 

The police officials were aware of Ryan’s 
trouble about the dog and naturally suspected 
that his information was prompted 
by spite. He promised to come 
to the Four Courts this morning 
and accompany Detective Dannaher to the 
boat and point out Cunningham, but he 
failed to showup. The police, thinking there 
was 0 the story, did not go down to 
the boat. Dragg’s wounds prove fatal, 
his murderer will have ample time to make 
good his escape. 

The police were told this afternoon that 
Cunningham wasinthe city, but said they 
had received no official information about the 
matter and would make no efforts to arrest 
him until they did.

STATEMENT THAT THE SCHOOL BOARD 
ELECTION IS CUT AND DRIED. 


A Committeeman Olaims a School Direc- 
tor Told Him the Board Would Run 
Matters—The Democratic Central Com- 
mittee Decides to Put Up No Ticket- 
Close Corporation. 


The Democratic City Committee has de- 
cided bya vote of 16 to 6 to take no active 
part in the School Board election, This con - 
Clusion was reached at last night’s meeting. 
Twenty-two members were present, and 
Chairman Estes presided. He stated at the 
outset that a number of Democrats had 
spoken to him in favor of the 
idea of nominating a straight Dem- 
ocratic ticket for Directors-at-large, 
as well as for the districts. He 
did not believe that it was entirely proper to 


their own way in re-electing themselves. 
The discussion lasted nearly an hour and n- 
nally one of the committeemen announced 
that he had been reliably informed by a 
member of the Election Committee of the 
School Board that it would be useless for the 
Democratic Committee to try to elect a 
ticket. The committeeman went further and 
said the same school director had told him 
that the Election Committee of the Board 
proposed to run the school election to suit it - 
self, regardless ofany action taken by the 
Central Committees. The name ofthe School 
Director was not mentioned, but the Com- 
mitteeman insisted that the friend tip“ 
was given in good faith, and that there was 
no doubt that it was reliable. 
WILL PUT UP NO TICKET. 

This announcement caused something of a 
sensation in the executive session, 
and when a vote was taken the 


opponents of the straight ticket idea carried 
the meeting by a big majority. It is under- 
stood, however, that if the Bain Committee 
nominates a straight ticket and succeed in 
getting it received as the official action of 
the Republican party of the city, the Demo- 
cratic City organization will reconsider its 
action. This opinion was expressed 
to-day by members of the committee who 
opposed the nomination of a distinctively 
partisan ticket from the outset. 

Chairman Estes, speaking of the action of 
the committee this morning, said. The 
majority decided not to nominate a straight 
ticket andthe majority rules. The meeting 
was of an executive character and there was 
a full and (free discussion of the 
subject before any action was 
taken. We were all amazed 
when we were told by one ot our mem- 
bers that a School Director on the Election 
Committee had informed him that we would 
be given no show whatever if we did call 
aconvention and nominate a ticket. After 
this, the committee rejected the conven- 
tion idea by a vote of about 16 to 6.“ 

NO POLITICS IN THE BOARD. 
Committeeman Harris of the Twenty-eighth 
Ward said: ‘‘lam pleased that the commit- 
tee diddecide notto take an active hand in 
the school election. I went to last night’s 
meeting opposedto the partisan ticket sug- 
gestion, andI presented arguments against 
it. I believe that the party organizations 
should keep outand letthe people run the 
election. I hope and I believe 
that good men will be nominated. 
Il was busy in the rear ofthe room, when the 
announcement was made that a School Di- 
rector had informed one of our members that 
we would be counted outif we nominated a 
ticket. I did not hear that part ot the pro- 
ceedings, but learned of it later. All I know 
is that Iattended the meeting, antagonized 
the straight ticket plan and was pleased 
to £ee that. side of the question 
adopted by the committee. Iam as much a 
partisan as anybody inthe committee, but I 
am opposed to politics in the School Board. I 
have been told, but Ido not know how much 
truth there is in it, that the Republican Silk 
Stocking Committee will not nominate a 
ticket, despite all that has been said in the

HOME OF THE SEAL. 


Behring Sea. 


CRUISE OF THE DANUBE. 


An Immense Area Covered by English 
Representatives—True Story of the 
Seizure of Capt. MoeLean’s Ship—A 
Joint Report to Be Prepared— icht 
Hundred People Interviewed. 


VicToriA, British Columbia, Oct. 10.—The 
steamer Danube, with the British Seal Com- 
missioners, Sir Geo. Baden Powell and Mr, 
Dawson aboard, has reached Esquimault. 
The trip, instead of being a wild-goose 
chase, has been throughout a long series of 
discoveries relating to seal life, and will 
furnish the British Government with m- 
numerable facts. Sir George said that the 
journey has been along series of interviews 
and examinations of every individual ac- 
quainted with seals, and that they have neg: 
lected no opportynity of looking at the sub- 
ject from every standpoint. Continuing he 
sald: 

We have arrived at conclusions that can’t 
be controverted. One of the most remark- 
able features of our trip is that we have 
brought to light many neh facts in connec- 
tion with seal life that have never been 
touched on before. My opinion of most of 
the books on seal life now published is that 
they are superfiuous in the extreme and go 
little into the detalls. 


The area covered by the commissioners was 
Lawrence 
Island, west to Petropolovski, east to the 
coast of British Columbia and south to Cape 
Beal. It forms a subject of note that all 
through the inquiries the opinions of the 
Indians were sought for much in preference 
to those of white men. The reason given for 
this is as being undoubtedly the best way of 
getting at the facts from men engaged in the 
Dusiness all their lives, and whose sole occu- 
pation is to hunt seals. It will be seen from 
the extent of territory covered that the Dan- 
ube not onl? traversed thoroughly the whole 
of Behring Sea, but included all the range of 
the fur seal industry, and a great deal of 
valuable information was obtained. The 
Governor of Petrovolski and the military 
officers visited the vessel and extended hos- 
pitalities to the commissioners. Here they 
heard authentic news of Capt. McLean of the 
Lewis. It appears that after her seizure by a 
Russian war ship she was towed to Viadivo- 
stock with a prize crew. Halfof her crew 
was sent dy a roundabout way to the same 
destination. The Russian authorities will 
probably turn all the men over to the Amert- 
can government for punishment. They were 
caught in the act of poaching deliberately. 

The labors of the British Commissioners 
have undoubtedly covered the question fully 
and their report will be a more complete and 
exhaustive review of the subject. 

Every known rookery and visiting place of 
the seals, every big kelp bed, every feeding 
ground was visited and examined. (Officers 
of the Danube say they never saw men work 
harder or more conscientiously. They were 
writing and collecting evidence all day. 
Several times the commissioners witnessed 
seal killing by the natives and on three occa- 
sions took a hand themselves, Twice they 
fell in with the American Commissioners and 
exchanged courtesies. Sir George hasa high 
opinion of their ability and the meetings 
were very pleasant. 

The Danube met at various times on the 
trip the United States steamers Elk, Thomp- 
son, Rush, Thetis, Mohican, Albatross, Alert 
and Dora, and the intercourse was invariably 
courteous. The investigation will be closed at 
Victoria. The commissioners will thence go 
to Ottawa and thence to Washington, D. C., 
where they will prepare a joint report with 
the United States Commissioners. They 
were busily engaged last night cabling to 
London asking for their instructions and giv- 
ing a skeleton of their trip. 

The voyage lasted three months and over 
eight hundred people were interviewed. One 
point that shows how carefully the whole ex 
pedition was planned is that specially pre- 
pared charts were produced by Sir George 
and handed to the captain before entering 
places which no other steamer had ever been 
before. The captain was ordered from one 
piace to another under sealed orders, and the 
geography of every out of the way port 
visited was known thoroughly to both com- 
missioners; to which the captain looked for 
information on the subject. 

SEIZURE OF THE OTTO. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Oct. 10.—So far the De- 
partment of Customs have received no notice 
of the seizure ofthe sealing schooner Otto, 
by the United States man-of-war Mohican, in 
Behring Sea, for an irregularity in her official 
papers. Admiral Hotham appears to have 
been dealing with the case upon his own re- 
sponsibility, as private advices state that 
upon his authority the cargo of seal skins on 
board of the Otto had been released from 
seizure and is being landed at Victoria, where 
the schooner still remains underthe survell- 
lance of the authorities.

ESTEP EXPLAINS. 


Why McCann Was Charged With Mur- 
der in the Second Degree. 


NO PREMEDITATION COULD HAVE BEEN 
PROVEN BY THE STATE 


Mr. Estep Indignantly Denies That In- 
fluence Had Anything to Do With His 
Decision in the Case— Cecil English 
Reindicted by the Grand Jury—Gen- 
eral Police News. 


James McCann, the muraerer of Hugh Gor- 
ham, is at liberty on the bond of John 
O’Niell, the saloon-keeper, for $10,000, 
charged with murder in the second degree. 
This fact has caused comment in all quarters, 
as it was expected that he would be held 
without bond onacharge of murder in the 
first degree, or released on proving that he 
acted in self-defense. The warrant charging 
him with murderin the second degree was 
issued by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Thomas Estep yesterday evening, after he 


had read the testimony of witnesses, given at 
the Ooroner’s inquest. According to Mc- 
Cann’s statement the murder was as delib- 
erate as an act of that kind could be, but he 
positively denied that he premeditated Kkill- 
ing Gorham. He did not know where Gor - 
ham was the moment he walked into the sa- 
loon. He saw him at the bar. His hands 
were inthe side pockets of his sack coat, 
from which he drew a revolver the night be- 
fore, when he shot over Furber’s bar and 
believing he held a gun in his hand at the 
time he fired before Gorham had an oppor- 
tunity todraw it, if it was there. 

Mr. Estep was highly incensed this morn- 
ing on seeing a printed report inferring that 
he had been prevailed upon by ‘‘de push’’ 
not to charge McCann with murder in the 
first degree, but tocharge murder in the 
second degree, so he could give bond. 

Not a word was said to me about this case 
by anyone before I issued the warrant,’’ he 
said this morning. The only reference to it 
was when Mr. John O’Niell called and asked 
if I had issued a warrant yesterday 
and I told him I had not. 
was guided in my opinion of this 
murder by the rulings and decisions of the 
Supreme Court. That McCann killed Gor- 
ham with great deliberation and with malice 
there is no doubt, butitis not shown any- 
where in the testimony that it was a premed- 
itated act. Judge Kelly in his decision in 54 
Missouri, page 157, says: 

The practical distinction between the degrees o 
murder amounts to about this: That when the fact o 
killing is proves and nothing more itis murder in 
the second degree, for the law will imply the malice, 
but it will not make the further presumption that it 
was premeditated. And if the act appears to have 
been willful and malicious, but not premeditated, it 
it is murder in the second ‘degree; but where there is 
premeditation it is murder in the first degree. 

‘*‘Where the killing is only proven and 
where no premeditation is charged a homi- 
cide can only be murder in the second de- 
gree. But aside from the rigid and technical 
laws on murder, could not 
feel justified in charging McCann 
with murder in the first degree. 
His victim shot at him over a saloon bar 
twelve hours before and chased him out of 
the saloon. After his arrest he threatened to 
kill McCann on sight and the fact that he 
shot at him once would convince almost 
everyone that he would keep his word, 
McCann met him by chance, as 
he states under oath, in a 
saloon and found him with 
bis hand in the pocket from which he drew 
the revolver at the former meeting. He shot 
him. Now, the law of self-defense is the 
strongest and most expansive of all laws. 
Taking all the facts into consideration, and 
not basing my decision on that one act of the 
Killing in the saloon, I felt that 
— warrant for murder in the sec- 

nd degree was as high a degree 
of homicide as Icould charge. But whatever 
may have been my action it would not have 
bound the Court of Criminal Oorrection or 
the Grand-jury. Either can hold McCann for 
murder in the first degree, if after reading 
the testimony or hearing the witnesses, they 
think I have not charged the defendant 
roperly. I think my charge will stand, 
10wever,’’ 


Wanted in Louisville. 

Will Thomas, a negro, was arrested to-day 
in Henry Bridgewater's saloon on Eleventh 
street by Detectives Badger and Flynnona 
letter from Chief of Detectives William H. 
Owens of Louisville, Ky., stating that 


Thomas was wanted there for murder. The 
letter stated that Thomas was in the habit of 
hanging around Bridgewater’s saloon and 


that his wife worked at a restaurant on 
_ Eleventh and Walnut street. 


The Louisville 
authorities have been notified by wire of the 
arrest and Thomas will be held for the ar- 
hg ofan officer with a warrant from that 
Cc y. 


Cecil English Reindicted. 


In the St. Louls County Circuit Court at 
Clayton yesterday, Circuit Attorney Clover 
entered a nolle prosequi in the case of Cecil 
M. English charged with the murder of 
Thomas A. Fitzgerald, a Lindell Railway 
street car conductors on March 24, 1890. The 
action created a sensation, but English was 
arested as soon as he left the court-room by 
Deputy Sheriffs Tucker and Kickham on an 
indictment for murder in the first degree re- 
turned by the October Grand-jury. 


AN OLD CITIZEN GONE. 


Sudden Death This Afternoon of Oapt. W. 
G. Bartle. 


At 1:30 this afternoon Capt. William G. 
Bartle died at the Laclede Hotel. Oapt. 
Bartie has long been known as one of the 
leading pork merchants of the city, and has 
been many years a member of the Merchants’ 
Exchan At one time he was a partner of 
John J. and was considered one of the 
best-posted men in his line of business in the 
country. Ot late years his health has been 
delicate, he had about given up active 
business and spent much of his 
time on his farm. He was seen on 
the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange durin 
the early part of the week, and conversed 
with many of his ojd acquaintances. His 
death, while sudden, was not unexpected, as 
he has ion n Alling and has been con- 
une d to his bed far for several days. 


PRIVATE WIRES MUST GO. 


Effects of an Order Issued by the Western 
Union To-Day. 


President Bernheimer of the Merchants’ 
Exchange was this morning notified by R. H. 
Bohle, local manager ofthe Western Union, 
that on Nov. 1 the public wires of that com- 
pany would be replaced on the fioor of the 
Chicago Board of Trade and that on and after 
that date no private wires would be allowed 


on the floor of any public 8 in the 
country. This news wl seriously 
affect trading in this — 1 Under 
— resent arrangement the gossip of the 

arket prices, and all news that pertains to 
trading received over the private wires on 
the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange is open 
to the inspection of all who have access to 
the floor. After Nov. 1 this will be stopped. 
The Chicago Board of Trade, as an incident 
of its war against the bucket shops, still re- 
fusestoallow official quotations to be sent 
out. After the removal of the private wires 
all will be reduced to the necessitv of acting 
on public and necessarily incomplete ad- 
vices. The general sentiment on the floor 
deprecates the change.
